Is a Lot of Dough! 


Highway Board Chairman Jim Gillis 
confirms as fact that the General As- 
sembly in January will be asked to au- 
thorize a hundred-million-dollar bond is- 
sue for badly needed maintenance and 
repairs of deteriorating state roads. 


The figure of 100 million dollars 
sounds fantastically high. It is higher, in 
fact, than any previous maintenance es- 
timates we've had. Surely it can be 
brought down out of the stratosphere. 


We're pleased to note that Mr. Gillis 
specifies that most of the funds would be 
used to widen and resurface our most 
heavily traveled main highways. “Eighty- 
eight per cent of all the traffic in the 
state travels on these roads,” he pointed 
out. He adds that any leftover funds 
would be used for secondary roads. 


It is good to see an administration at 
last becoming interested in constructing 
and maintaining roads where the traf- 
fic and the people are. We can see no 
other justification for an additional bond 
issue for roads. Neither can we justify 
any move by the state to take over the 
counties’ obligation to maintain roads 
built under the Rural Roads Authority. 

Georgia’s main highways need to be 
put in first-class condition and kept that 
way. Spending a hundred million dol- 
lars to widen and resurface our main 
roads could become another waste unless 
maintenance is given its proper place in 
our road program. 

Committees, including a legislative 
group headed by Sen. Carl Sanders, 
which have studied Georgia’s highway 
building program have pointed out time 
after time that emphasis on miles of pav- 
ing without thought of maintenance is a 
mistake. It fs indeed a costly political 
indulgence we can no longer afford—if 
we ever could. 


Maintenance problems will grow 
worse in the years ahead. Top priority 
should go to those roads which carry the 
traffic. But above all let’s end political 
road building practices which have made 
a farce of maintenance efforts.

Kennedy Now Faces 
No. 1 Job: Organization 


President-elect Kennedy is moving 
confidently and cautiously as he prepares 
for the transition of administrations in the 
White House. President Eisenhower also 
is acting in the national interest in pledg- 
ing complete and full cooperation. 

Mr. Kennedy has not yet had time to 
make detailed plans. During the next 
few weeks he should seek the best ad- 
vice he can get. In his first press confer- 
ence after election he gave every indi- 
cation of doing so. And the nation was 
reassured that strict partisanship would 
not rule in administration of nonpartisan 
agencies by his announcement that Allen 
Dulles and J. Edgar Hoover would remain 
as head of CIA and the FBI respectively. 


Wherever possible the new adminis- 
tration should try to keep good men in top 
positions regardless of party affiliations. 
Election results show clearly the biparti- 
san nature of the country. While Mr. 
Kennedy is committed to a partisan pro- 
gram and must organize for it, success of 
his administration depends upon those he 
appoints to key jobs. 


It woula be a shame, for instance, for 
the nation to be denied the wisdom and 
experience of Adlai Stevenson. Mr. Eisen- 
hower and Vice President Nixon should 
be called upon to play whatever roles 
they can. The country needs all its brains 
and talent and Mr. Kennedy’s task is to 
organize them.

New Orleans Is Paying 
For ‘Do-Nothing’ Policy 


The nation prays that New Orleans 
will be spared the agony which came to 
Little Rock during its integration crisis. 
It appears now, however,- that the 
Louisiana city is facing the most serious 
clash between state and federal author- 
ity of any since the Arkansas dilemma. 

Ordered to begin desegregation by 
federal courts, New Orleans’ school board 
had worked out a plan. The courts had 
voided Louisiana laws, similar to Geor- 
gia’s. But a few days ago the Louisiana 
Legislature passed a raft of new laws 
urged by Gov. Jimmy Davis, including 
a. measure permitting the state to take 
over school operations from 
boards. 


school 


Showing once again that such obvi- 
ously evasive measures will not stand up 
to court tests, a federal district judge has 
blocked this maneuver by the state. 

Georgia could profit greatly from the 
Louisiana experience. But with Atlanta 
facing the same situation next fall as 
New Orleans now faces, there are no 
signs that it will. Top legislative leaders, 
Rep. Frank Twitty and Sen. Carl Sanders, 
disagree with John A. Sibley, chairman 
of the Sibley Commission, that the Gen- 
eral Assembly should take action at its 
next session to avoid school closings. 

There are no plans for General As- 
sembly action. We have only the promise 
that it has no intention of ending public 
education. There is nothing specific such 
as adopting the Sibley Commission's rec- 
ommendations which offer the only rea- 
sonable solution. 

Public education will suffer immeas- 
urably before the New Orleans crisis is 
settled. Yet, as pointed out in a letter 
from Mrs. Thomas Breeden, chairman of

But what if the courts refuse to grant the delay? Such a refusal 


seems likely.

The governor's position would be clear. Gov. Vandiver, a sensi- 
ble man, would have to call a special session of the legislature to 
repeal and enact as Mr. Sibley now recommends.

Kennedy Starting 
On Right Foot

He has started to pick the men who will run “ 
his administration, and since a man is usually as big as those he 
gathers around him, we shall soon have a measure of the new 


young executive. 

His approach Thursday, in 
his first news conference since the 
election, was admirable. He was 
brisk and decisive, but cautious 
and conciliatory. 

His first two appointees were J. 
Edgar Hoover at the FBI and Al- 
len Dulles at the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, neither of them 
radicals. He put into the White 
House his brilliant but possessive 
young confidante, Theodore So- 
rensen, and chose as his préss sec- 
retary the burly and competent 
Pierre Salinger. 

By appointing Clark Clifford, 
Harry Truman's White House 
aide, to direct the work of trans- 
ferring power in the executive 
offices, Kennedy not only picked 
an intelligent and experienced of- 
ficial but demonstrated that there 
will be no rancor over the past. 
Clifford, a Symington man, was 
one of Kennedy’s most eloquent 
detractors during the battle for 
the presidential nomination. 

This contrasts with the two 
months between the Eisenhower 
election of 1952 and the inaugura- 
tion of 1953. After fighting the 
Taft conservatives for the nomi- 
nation, Eisenhower handed the 
key jobs of treasury, defense and 
the Budget Bureau to the defeat- 
ed Taft conservatives and this in- 
fluenced the whole course of his 
administration, 


Now Kennedy is confronted with 
the same task and what he does 
now will probably be more im- 
portant than the work of any 
other two months, for it will in- 
fluence all the rest of his time in 
the White House. 

Something has happened to 
John F. Kennedy in the struggle 
that is good but hard to define: 
A more human and considerate 
mood, a little more joy and. pas- 
sion, and even the merest sug- 
gestion of a tear when he ac- 
cepted the congratulations of the 
President. 

From now on until the end of the 
year, Kennedy will need all the 
intelligence and composure he can 
muster. The Democrats are hun- 
gry. They have been starved for 
eight years and are now clamoring 
for top jobs. 

Between now and the end of the 
month, the’ President-elect said 
Thursday, he will name his cabi- 
net, and he could do worse than 
to take the advice of Casey Sten- 
gel, the former manager of the 
New York Yankees. When Casey 
was asked whether he was going 
to play Mickey’ Mantle in cen- 
terfield during the All-Star game 
against the Nationals, he said, 
yes, he thought he would. 

“I always figure,” said Casey, 
“that with Mantle in centerfield 
I'm a better manager.”

WASHINGTON—Looking back on their his- 
tory, Americans have developed a belief which 


¥ has taken form in the cliche that “this is a lucky 
country.” The thought conveyed is that, somehow or other, the 
choices between alternatives that could, if wrong, endanger our de- 
mocracy and the life of our free institutions always turn out to be 


the best. 

Vice President Nixon, main- 
taining the gallantry and dignity 
with which he campaigned for the 
presidency, reflected this thought 
in his last campaign speech Mon- 
day night. “‘Vote,”’ he said, ‘‘for 
the man that you think America 
and the world needs in this criti- 
cal period. Whatever that deci- 
sion is, I know (it) will be best 
for America.” 

This may prove true because it 
certainly has been “good for 
America”’ to shatter the fixed be- 
lief that the mere fact of being a 
Roman Catholic was enough for- 
ever to bar a candidate from the 
presidency. And it may also prove 
true because the presidential 
choice was so narrowly made 
that no mandate for radical so- 
cial economic acts or policies can 
be claimed or enforced by the 
winner.

A search into her husband's

Dee, a beautiful brunette, has 
an enviable past of her own. 
Born in Mississippi, she was a 
successful model and actress 
before she met Greg. One of 
Europe's best-known actresses, 
she worked abroad for several 
years—making 24 movies and 
starring in top-rated TV shows 
before a Hollywood -.producer 
lured her to California with a 
seven-year contract in 1949. 
“REAL BRATISH” 

“After my success in Eu- 
rope,’ she said, “I was real 
bratish about working in Holly- 
wood. Since I'd never made a 
film here, I thought I needed a 
well-known, mature leading 
man. So I refused to do a pic- 
ture with the first two actors 
Universal-International planned 
to star with me. The actors 
were Tony Curtis and Rock 
Hudson.’ 


But Dee did make three mov- 
ies and became a “regular” on 
the Ed Winn TV show. 


Since her marring to the Ma- 
rine flying ace and author, Mrs. 
Boyington has given no thought 
to resuming her career. In- 
stead, she’s helping her hus- 
band with his work, particularly 
in the literary field. Admittedly 
Pappy couldn't have written his 
first novel, ‘“‘Tonya,”’ without 
the help of his pretty partner.
